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flight or flight cancellation). When this happens passengers are rebooked automatically if possible, but 
often the passenger must wait in line to talk to a customer service representatives (GSR) and rework the 
flight schedule. We propose to create a function which is intended to be hosted on self service machines, 
such as kiosks, which would allow passengers to reaccommodate themselves. The options for 
reaccommodation offered to the passenger would differ based upon information which resides in several 
different databases, including financial information

This invention proposes the creation of a business intelligence system which would have access to 
financial information presently found in many databases. In the event of a flight cancelation or missed 
connection, the system would, in real time, aggregate data from airiine support and revenue accounting 
systems and present a set of rebooking options to the passenger via a kiosk (or other self service 
interface). The goal is to maximize revenue retention both in ticket value and customer goodwill. 
Information accessed would include (but not be limited to) 

Remaining value of passenger ticket coupons 
Value of passenger to airline 

The goal is to minimize the current and future loss to the airline due when passengers need to be 
reaccommodated 



An example of the above problem is as follows: 

XX flight 123 is late on arrival by 45 minutes causing-20 passengers to miss connections. There are 
available seats on XX flights to reaccommodate only 12 of the passengers. Which 8 should be bumped to 
other airiines? The airline should be interesting in keeping the passengers with tickets that have high 
remaining unflown value (for example; passengers connecting on the same carrier to Europe in business 
class would be desirable to accommodate on airiine XX). Also when a passenger is reacommodated on 
another airiine, the protecting airiine pays a pre agreed price for the seat (rule 240 involuntary reroute). 
The airiine might not want to reaccommodate passengers traveling on super discount tickets as they will 
lose significant money on the interiine protection. 

Passengers would be offered self service kiosks (for example) to review and/or change their itinerary. 
The reaccommodation options offered would depend on many factors in addition to seat availability. To 
attempt to salvage passenger goodwill the system would include, when appropriate, offers of 
compensation or incentives such as bonus mileage or upgrades to a higher level of service.

The first 3 screen shot are intended to show reaccommodation options offered to passenger depending on 
the value that passenger represents to the airiine. In this first screen Mr. Williams traveling to Newark NJ

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in this next screen shot Ms. Burch, being a more valuable customer to the airline is offered 3 options to the 
same Newark Airport.
